21ST BOMBER COMMAND, Saipan, Dec. 22.—(AP)—A 
good-sized force of B-29s bombed Nagoya, Japan’s aircraft 
center, again today through a thick overcast and ran into 
heavy antiaircraft fire and a horde of defending fighter 


planes.

Observers expect the Japanese 
to halt at some prepared defense 
line far enough from Liuchow and 
their main line of communications 
to cushion any actual Chinese 
counteroffensive.

“We. can best help the Christ- 
mas season of our fighting men 
if we carry on our respective 
tasks, doing those things which 
will contribute to winnin the 
war at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

“Therefore, I urge that each 
of us resolve to keep on the job

Ike Seeks 
To Foil Nazi 
‘Gamble’ 


SHAEF, Paris Dec. 22.—(/)— 
Gallantly resisting American 
troops already have done much to 
foil the Germans’ “great gamble” 
in Belgium and Luxembourg, Gen- 
Eisenhower declared today in a 
fighting exhortation to his Allied 
armies to “destroy the enemy on 
the ground, in the air, every- 
where—destroy him.” 

In his first order of the day 
since the Nazis blasted through the 
First Army’s lines last weekend, 
the Allied commander in chief told 
his men that “‘the enemy may give 
us a chance to turn his great gam: 
ble into his worst defeat.” 

He charged the Germans with 
using “every treacherous trick to 
deceive and kil) you,” and called 
upon every Allied soldier to “rise 
now ‘to new heights of courage, of 
resolution and of effort.” The 
Allies, he declared, could not be 
content merely with repulsing the 
Nazi onslaught, but must crush 
the enemy. The general said: 


“The enemy is making his su- 
preme effort to break out of the 
desperate plight into which you 
forced him by. your brilliant vic- 
tories of the summer and fall.”

port’s main dock and warehouse 
areas. The landing was almost 
without opposition and the Brit- 
ish penetrated several hundred 
yards inland before fighting broke 
out. 

With the landing this morning 
the British now have full control 
of the Piraeus port area, a prin- 
cipal inlet for military and relief 
supplies. The flow of water to 
central Athens also has been re- 
sumed with repair of the damaged 
Hadrian’s aqueduct, but condi- 
tions in the capital have raised 
fears that a serious outbreak of 
typhus might wi the city.

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Nazis Smash Across Belgium 
10 Miles From French Border 


Foe Admits Push 
Slowed by Patton 


- PARIS, Saturday, Dec. 23.—(AP)—The violent German 
winter offensive had spent much of its force today after 
pounding 40 miles across Belgium in seven days, 4 
through Luxembourg and rolling up near Arlon, only 1 
‘miles from the French border 40 miles east of Sedan. ‘ 


Late German broadcasts said 
that a “fierce” attack from the 
south yesterday by Gen. Patton’s 
Third Army “succeeded in slow- 
ing” the advance’ and that the 
‘brunt of the fighting had shifted 
to the flanks, 

Field dispatches reporting that 
the enemy advance had slowed 
down, said, however, the Germans 
were believed massing armor for 
renewed blows. 

The Germans were hurt in a 
‘bloody battle of attrition which 


‘tcost them more than 200 tanks 


in five days of battering around 
Malmedy on the north flank along 
the routes to the great part of 
Antwerp and the Belgian capital 
of Brussels. 


GERMAN SWEEP 


Supreme headquarters and field 
dispatches gave this picture of the 
sweep of the German drive from 
Tuesday noon—when the Germans 
were 32 miles inside Belgium—to 
Wednesday noon, keeping events 
of the last 48 hours under a se- 
curity blackout: 

The most powerful wedge of 
Field Marshal Von Rundstedt’'s of- 
fensive slashed through Luxem- 
bourg and by late Wednesday had 
cut major roads north, south and 
east of the key road center of Bas- 
togne, inside Belgium four miles 
west of Luxembourg’s border. 

This force then lanced on 13 
miles northwest across the Ourthe 
river to Laroche, 32 miles inside 
Belgium and about 15 miles south 
of the northern flank west of 
Stavelot. Heavy fighting at La 
Roche,

BRISK FIGHTING 

A dispatch from Associated 
Press Correspondent Edward D. 
Ball, still covering the situation 
Jup to Wednesday, reported there 
was brisk fighting in the areas of 
Bastogne and Arlon, important 
Belgian city on the Allied supply 
route leading down from Antwerp 
through Liege and Bastogne. 

Spread of the fighting to Arion 
broadened the front deep inside 
Belgium to some 50 miles. 

The situation was officially re- 
ported stabilized on the southern 
flank Wednesday around Echter- 
nach, in eastern Luxembourg near 
the German border, and one front

Advanced German forces* were 
reported Tuesday to be about 14 
miles northeast of the capital, and 
the push toward Arlon reported 
today put the Germans about 13 
miles away on the west.

Georgians Split 
Congress Votes 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(#)— 
Georgians in congress split on sev- 
eral major issues in the closing 
days of the 78th congress. 

One of the main breaks was in 
the senate vote on confirmation 
of Will Clayton as an assistant sec- 
retary of state. Sen. Russell spoke 
and voted against the Texan, but 
Sen. George supported him, and he 
was confirmed, 52 to 19. 


The two also differed on the bill 
to freeze the social security tax at 
1 per cent, with Russell again on 
the minority side while George 
successfully backed the measure 
in its 47 to 18 passage.

defeated, 56 to 25, and in support- 
ing an amendment by Sen. May- 
bank, Democrat, South Carolina, 
to allow federal reserve banks to 
absorb exchange charges, which 
was defeated, 45 to 25. 

They also voted for confirma- 


|tion of R. A. Hurley and Edward 


Heller to the surplus property dis- 
posal board, and of Joseph Grew 
and Nelson Rockefeller to State 
Department posts. Russell also 
voted for confirmation of James 
Dunn, Brig. Gen. Julius Holmes 
and Archibald MasLeish to State 
Department positions, but George 
was recorded as not voting on 
those roll calls. 

In the house, Reps. Cox, Gib- 
son, Peterson and Vinson _ sup- 
ported a bill to provide more mon- 
ey for congressional clerical hire, 
but it was opposed by Reps. 
Brown, Camp and Tarver, with 
Reps. Pace, Ramspeck and Whel- 
chel not voting. The bill was 
passed 202 to 88. 

On a bill which the house adopt- 
ed by 178 to 107 to abolish the 
Jackson Hole, Wyo., national mon- 
ument created by President Roose- 
velt, the lone Georgia vote against 
it was cast by Cox. Reps. Gibson, 
Peterson and Whelchel were listed 
as not voting, but all others sup- 
ported it.

Throughout the south, leading news- ’ The Governor's concern, as manifested by 


papers have been quick to acclaim Gov. 
Ellis Arnall’s call for a factual study and 
analysis of the poll tax by a competent 
and unprejudiced commission of south- 
erners. 


“Gov. Arnall, of Georgia, who has a 
good and true vision of the duty and, op- 
portunity of the south, is asking all south- 
ern states to join in a survey of the poll 
tax in the eight states where it operates 
as a prerequisite for voting,” writes be- 
loved Josephus Daniels in his Raleigh News 
and Observer. “He says, ‘Either the poll 
tax serves a worth-while purpose and 
should be aggressively defended, or it 
serves no good and should be modified or 


‘abolished.’ Good.” 


“As one of the states where a poll tax 
is collected, and as the state with perhaps 
the most burdensome tax of that sort, 
Alabama should be greatly interested in 
Gov. Arnall’s plan,” declares the Birming- 
ham News, Alabama’s most influential 
newspaper. “Nothing can be lost by a 
factual appraisal of thg poll tax, and much 
is to be gained by it. It would tend to 
take the question out of the realm of preju- 
dice into the realm of reason, where all 
public questions should be decided.” 


“Gov. Ellis Arnall, of Georgia, by his 
works and words, has shown himself to,be 
one of the foremost progressives of the 
south,” says the Nashville Tennessean. 
“Thus when the Governor issues a call for 
a ‘factual appraisal of the poll tax’ upon 
which he and other southerners may de- 
termine whether the tax serves ‘a worth- 
while purpose and should be aggressively 
defended,’ or is injurious to.our democratic 
institutions and to be condemned and 
fought, the inescapable implication is that 
the Governor himself has come to doubt 
that it is a good thing to tax the suffrage. 


Even Sir Samuel Seems 


During the years immediately preced- 
ing the great war, Sir Samuel Hoare, then 
British secretery for foreign affairs, was 
the leading advocate of nonintervention by 
Britain ‘and of appeasement of Adolf Hit- 
ler and the, Nazi regime. It was chiefly 
Hoare’s policies that allov-ed the Germans 
and Italians a free hand in the Spanish 
civil war and resulted in the delivery of 
Spain into the hands of Franco. 


Now, as Lord Templewood, the same 
man comes back to London after years as 
ambassador to Madrid aud, in a speech be- 
fore the house of lords, declares that Spain 
has been “morally occupied” by the Ger- 
mans for five years and that the Gestapo 
even spied on him from a house next door 
to his official residence. 


It is believed probable, by London ob- 
servers, that, chiefly as a result of the 
Templewood report, Britain may end its 
support of the Franco regime. Adding to 
the probability of this development are 
rumors that Soviet Russia has asked Brit- 
ain to do this and has reached a secret 
understanding to that effect. 


Perhaps, however, the most remark- 
able change of heart by Lord Templewood 
is found in that part of his speech in 


this call, is welcome; and the fact that the 
initiative comes from Georgia, where vot- 
ing has been tax-conditioned in one way 
or another ever since the founding of the 
state, is significant. "We cati hope that 
the clinical survey of the projects soon will 
be undertaken, tha‘ it will be energetically 
pushed, and that it will shed long-needed 
light on the shoddy oligarchy that has 
passed for popular rule in these parts.” 


Not a few, incidentally, have been the 
papers which have recognized and com- 
mented upon what we consider the most 
significant—and hopeful—aspect of the 
Governor’s action, the fact that it is of 
southern origin and not suspect of outside 
sponsorship or subsicization. 


“There is stirring in the south a contest 
over the poll tax and the flowering of a 
new movement,” editorializes, for in- 
stance, the Charlotte News. “It is strictly 
home-grown and not to he confused with 
the drive of outlanders in congress to force 
upon us the doctrine of equal political 
rights for all.” 


Nor, we are happy to state, is the favor- 
able response accorded the Governor’s sug- 
gestion limited to those papers on record in 
favor of abolition of the poll tax. A great 
many journals still frankly on the fence 
have commented editorially on the wis- 
dom of Arnall’s proposal and at least one 
ardent poll tax advocate, the Memphis 
Commercial Appeal, which has long led 
the fight to retain Tennessee’s poll tax, 
has indicated its approval. ! 


Georgia may be proud that it boasts a 
chief executive of such recognized caliber. 
His leadership in the south is undisputed 
and trusted. We can only hope that his 
latest suggestion—the logical approach to 
the poll tax question—be effectuated at 
the earliest possible moment.

The man who was so much responsible for 
the tragic mistakes of British diplomacy in 
the crucial years before the war may yet 
redeem himself, now that the Germans 
and their Gestapo have opened his eyes 
and taught him the utter falsity and 
treachery of any Nazi promises.

AFL-CIO World Struggle Looms 


WASHINGTON.—A showdown battle for international 
between the AFL and CIO is heralded by the arrival in 
of three leaders of the latter organization—Sidney Hillman, R. J. 
Thomas and Emil Rieve—for conferences looking to a world-wide 
labor convention next year. 


The AFL, in its convention at New Orleans, refused an invi- 
tation to the London meeting on the ground that it could not col- 
laborate with unions “subject” to any political party, or unions 
that were not “free.” 


In the first of these inhibitions the AFL obviously was slap- 
ping at the CIO, which it charges with becoming a mere satellite 
of the Democratic party, and in the second it was striking at the 
government-controlled unions of Russia. 


The meeting in London now indicates a change in attitude 
British trade unions, which heretofore have officially recognized 
only the AFL in the United States, although they have endeavored 
to persuade that organization to give the CIO a share in the inter- 
national representations of American labor. 


The world convention, now projected, originally was suggested 
in a call issued by Sir Walter Citrine, secretary of the British Trade 
Union Congress, on November 2, 1943, for a meeting to convene 
June ., os The Russians and both branches of American labor 
were invited, 


When the AFL flatly declined to join in any deliberation in 
which either the CIO or Russian labor participated, despite a visit 
to the United States by Sir Walter in an effort to dissuade it from 
this position, the whole world conference plan was called: off. 


Now, as it appears, the British Laborites have determined to go 
ahead with the proposition, even if it entails a break with the 
AFL, and there is a suspicion in AFL circles here that President 
Roosevelt had a hand in this decision. 


When the Internatinal Labor Office, last remnant of the Ge 
neva League of Nations, was preparing for a mee at Philadel- 
phia last spring, Mr. Roosevelt asked the AFL to divide its ex- 
clusive American membership in that body with the CIO. The AFL 
flatly declined and in the end the President was compelled to accede 
to this decision, but he is known to have been, greatly annoyed, 


Wherefore, AFL spokesmen suspect, the word has been passed 
to British union leaders that Mr. Roosevelt will be in nowise dis- 
pleased if foreign labor cold-shoulders the AFL and takes the CIO 
to its . 

This action also, of course, would be pleasing to Marshal Stalin, 
whose Sovietized unions so far have been barred from recognition 
by their international brothers, principally because American labor, 
as represented by the AFL, refused to sit down with them. 

The AFL leaders aver they would like nothing better than to 
have the CIO tie up openly with Russian “slave labor,” even if 
this results in casting the A temporarily into the outer darkness, 
so far as international unionism is concerned. 

The AFL strategy is indicated by its suggestion that the pro- 
posed international meeting be called by the already existing Inter 
national Federation of Trade Unions, for which an oe Sa 
bership of 16,000,000, embracing nearly all countries not totalitarian 
or enemy occupied, is claimed. 

Previous to World War I labor's principal international organi- 
zation was the Second International of Socialist Political Parties, 
including the British Labor party. 

When, in 1919, this organization was saphares by Communists 
and became the Third International, Samuel Gompers was chiefly 
instrumental in forming the rival International Federation of Trade 
Unions and persuading a majority of unionists in all European de 
mocracies, including Great Britain, to join it. 

As the AFL leaders conceive it, what is now in the making at 
London, under British, American and Russian governmental pres 
sure, is a fourth international, in which Communists, government 
dominated or otherwise, will be admitted on an equal footing with 
labor that is democratic and free. 

Stalin set the stage for just this development, say the AFL 
spokesmen, when he announced the abandonment of the Third In- 
ternational, and he was ene along mt mer of the American 
Communist party with Mr, Hillman’s CIO-PAC. 

The AFL leaders concede that the London movement may make 
some progress so long as the war lasts, but they are confident that 
once deer gag conditions are restored, the bulk of world labor will 
turn back to the Gompers conception of independence, both politi- 


cal and industrial,

Pork Shortage 
Threat. Growing 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(4)— 
The threat of an even greater 
shortage of pork next year than 
previously forecast by the govern- 
ment was carried in an Agricul- 
ture Department report today. 

A department survey indicated 
that if farmers carry out inten- 
tions expressed December 1, the 
number of pigs produced during 
the 1945 spring season will be 
seven per cent smaller than this 
year’s spring crop. 

The War Food Administration, 
on the other hand, had urged an 
increase of two per cent, 

If borne out, the forecast of re- 
duced production would be felt in 
civilian pork supplies available 
next fall and winter. 

Previous reports had forecast 
per capita civilian supplies of all 
meat in 1945 between 123 and 132 
pounds compared with 143 this 
year, with the decrease coming in 
the form of pork.
